We have checked out* files on this 
project, and on Mr. connection with it, and have ascertained 

that he was in fact employed on this project in connection with the handling 
of small boats. The project its^ was highly classified at the time, and 
our records on this and ether senslldve OSS projects are still classified. 

I can inform you in this letter, how^lar, that this project never went be- 
yond the training and prcparaticm stage, although it was eadremely active 
at the time of the abru|d termination of hostilities with Japan. 

I regret that I am unable to give you more details, but I would be 
happy to send a representative of the Agency to your office to discuss it 
privately with you if you so desire. In conversati ons with your office, we 

have received the impression that Mr. p principal problem at 

this point is to be able to give some description Of his World War 11 
activities without disclosing security ixdormation. If thto is his problem, 
we could see no objection to his refer<mce to the fact that he worked for 
OSS and was involved in small boat operations in a highly classified project. 
It would not be ad-visable fo him to mention the name of the project. 

If the above explanation does not meet Mr. needs, I 

would suggest that he cmtact the Legislative Counsel of this i^gency, Mr. 
Norman Paul, duo will arrange for direct conversations between Mr. 
and the appropriate office within this Agency.
